office at 8:45 
a. m. did not get started on 
their 
rounds until about 
10 
a. 111., and 
then they carried 
only half of the 
mail that was in the office 
for d e ­ 
livery. 
This means that many Se<lalians 
will not receive t o d a y ’s mail until 
tomorrow, and probably 
some of 
to mo rro w’s mail will remain in tlie 
office until Monday. 
In a business community it is easy 
to see how this delay will result in 
serious inconvenience and possibly 
actual loss. 
T h e department has at last c o n ­ 
sented to re-open the case as to this 
office, but those who are best in­ 
formed are apprehensive that there

matter to be handled is increasing, 
but neither the postmaster nor the 
em| )loyes of the office are to blame. 
'The size of the force employed 
depends upon the receipts of the 
ottice, and not upon the amount of 
work to be done, and the carriers 
who formerly assisted in opening 
and distributing the mail are now 
re(] uired, by orders from 
the d e ­ 
partment, to stand around and wait 
until the reduced clerical force does 
the work. 
T h e board of trade at its meeting 
tonight should appoint a committee 
to investigate the matter and take 
such steps as the interests of the 
city demand. 
Let it be explained how far the 
sale of stamps by 
private parties 
las caused the reduction in receipts, 
and then let some steps be taken to 
show the department how the re­ 
duction in the force and the new 
orders have crippled the mail ser­ 
vice here.
